56. (Previously Presented) The nucleic acid of claim 55, wherein 
the DNA is cDNA. 

57. (Previously Presented) The cell of claim 54 , wherein the cell 
is a bacterial, amphibian, yeast, fungal, insect, or mammalian 
cell. 

58. (Previously Presented) The cell of claim 54, wherein but for 
the vector present therein, the cell would not express a 
mammalran oxidized, low-density lipoprotein (L0X-1) receptor-.
